In  Beijin&  Zion  Church 
pastor  Jin  Mingri  has  vowed

"Persecution  varies  from 
place  to  place,"  Vermeer  said. 
“The  Han  Chinese  [an  east 
Asian  ethnic  group  native  to 
China]  can  meet  in  registered 
state  churches  or  umoistered 
churches,  but  (Christians  who 
converted  from  the  Muslim 
frith  must  meet  in  secret. 

"We're  still  investigating  the 
impact  these  new  measures  are 
haviiu  on  local  populations, 
but  Han  (Chinese  will  be  fined 
or  their  churches  closed  and 
other  smaller,  more  vulnerable 
groups  may  end  up  in  labor 
camps,"  Vermeer  said.

In  Galatians  3  and  4,  Paul  wrote 
about  the  law  as  an  old  guardian,  God's 
fruniK  as  a  new  comnumity,  and  our 
hefrsnip  as  a  new  position. 

Galatians  3:19-98.  An  OidGuard- 
lan.  Paul  began  ty  asking  the  question, 
the  Law  then?  (v.  19).  The  ansiver 
to  hu  question  was,  "...beoiuse  of  trans- 
nessioQS....’' ParriMSts  is  die  Gfed[  word 
for  transgressioDS  meaning  *a  ddiberate 
Koins  over  the  Htw:  wfllfrii  disreflard  of 
^da  law.”  The  Chfldren  oftoadwere 
ddibersldy  and  wiDfrillv  disobeying 
God.  Paul  explained  OaA  me  law  served 
as  a  strict  tutor  or  nanny,  pointing  out 
their  waywardness  and  need  for  a  bet¬ 
ter  to  gain  a  rdatiooship  with  God. 
Acwroing  to  one  commentary,  "The  law 
had  two  ranctfona.  On  the  posidve  side, 
it  reveals  the  nature  and  wifl  dt  God 
and  shows  neople  how  to  live.  One  the 
negative  skle,  it  points  out  people's  sins 
and  shows  them  that  it  is  tmpoaafole  to 


please  God  by  trying  to  obey  aO  his  laws 
completeiv.”  In  odin  words,  the  law  re- 
veafo  om  inability  to  save  ourselves. 

Paul  continued  in  veae  "..iuwiiig 
been  ordaineddirough  angels  bvthe  imen- 
cy  of  a  mediator....”  Paul  may  nave  been 
referring  to  the  Jews'  belief  tbst  angds 
gavetfaeTen  CommaDdments  to  Moses.  In 
Acts  7,  shared  Slimhen's  defense  of 
theaospelbeforediehknptiestandooun- 
cfl.  Stephm  said, 'This  Is  die  one  (Moses) 
who  was  in 
the  ooogre-

Paul  was  indicsting  the  simeriority  of 
salvation  tfaroutb  The  seed”  (Jesus)  over 
the  law.  Paul  wrote  that  *we  were  kept  in 
custody  under  the  law”  untfl  frith  caeae 
and  Tne  Law  became  our  tutor  to  lead 


us  to  Christ,  so  that  we  may  be  Justified 
by.firith”  (GM.  3:24).  The  1^  was  never 
meant  to  save  us.  Instead,  the  law  was 
given  to  reveal  our  need  for  a  Savior. 

Galatiaiia  3^6-28.  A  New  Com- 
mimity.  Paul  explained  that  fridi  in 
Jesus  makes  a  person  a  son  of  God  and 
unites  him  or  h»  whh  everyone  else  who 
shares  that  same  frith.  AD  distinctions 
and  divisions  among  people  are  removed 
throu^  frith  in  Jesus.  Pml  wrote,  ”But 
now  that  frith 
has  come,  we 
are  no  longer 
under  a  tu¬ 
tor.  Fdr  you 
are  aQ  sons  of 
God  throu^ 
frith  in  Chnst 
Jesus.  For  all 
of  you  who 


have  dothed  yourselves  with  Christ 
There  is  neithef  Jew  nor  Greek,  there  is 
neither  riave  nor  free  man,  diere  is  nei¬ 
ther  male  nor  female;  for  you  are  aB  one 
in  Christ  Jc80s”.(vy.

Galatians  3:29, 4:1-7,  A  New  Pn- 
aition.  Pointing  to  me  maturation  of 
a  child.  Paid  ex^ined  thpt  his  readers 
were  now  in  the  positioa  of  being  heirs 
throi^  frith  in  Jesus.  In  accordance 
with  God’s  plan,  Jesus  came  to  redeem 
humanity  throu^  His  deadL  burial,  and 
resurrection.  Faith  in  Jesus  frees  bdiev- 
ers  from  die  law  and  puts  them  in  a  po¬ 
sition  to  receive  the  Dlessii«  of  God  as 
an  heir.  Paul  wrote,  "And  if  foa  bdong 
to  Christ,  then  you  are  Abraham’s  de¬ 
scendants,  heirs  according  to  promise 
(v.  29),  The  prennises  to  Abnduun  in 
Genem  predated  the  law  and  thus  took 
precedence.  The  Greek  word  for  heir  is 
neionomoe,  meaning  "sooieoDe  who  tn- 
herite.”  We  become  loint  heirs  with  Je¬ 
sus  when  we  are  spintually  adopted. 

Do  we  real^  understand  our  new  po¬ 
sition?  Regiualess  of  vdiat  we  have  done, 
rmardless  of  who  we  w^  regardless 
ofrace,  oociqwtfon,  position  or  gender, 
from  the  mooient  we  are  born  again,  we 
are  adopt^  into  the  funOy  of  God  and 
become  His  heirs  with  aO  of  the  bless¬ 
ings  promised  to  Abraham  attached.
